To: those who know something of the: expan 
sion. of Russia, how she has become ‘a Great 
Power, and how the Romanoff’s have risen the 
{Situation in the Far East,” which -bas been 
the leading line in the newspapers for so many 
"* months, affords a strange object lesson in the 
artofirony. Jugyling with mysterious treaties 
manipulating solemn- looking Oriental, who 
inevitably recall Bret Harte--the Czar stands 
on Chinese soil, obdurate even defiant.. He 

‘has outwitted our statemen at every turn; He 

* pooh-poohs those whose ancestors were expert 
diplomats when his own were barbaric, he 
bamboozles the British, his shadow dogs us at 
every step inthe East just as Napoleon's did 
eighty years ago, when the mere mention of 
Bonaparte was used to terrify the baby Britisher 
in the cradle. But'there is this difference 
France owed us nothing in those days; rather 
we were the debiars. For had she not given 
us a new mode of life, when she sent William 
from Normandy, to say nothing of many a 
Princess—and principle. Y'ut Russia is the 
Russia we know, because we have shown 
her the way, Till we trol cher in hand, 
not officially perhaps, but none the leas 
practically—Russia was but a vast con- 

* glomerate of hordes of unprincipled tribes, 
Britain helped to unify them all under the 
master touch of Peter, and having drilled his: 
armies, and created his navy Britain helped 
him to extend in everv direction, crushing the 
Turk on the South- West, solidifying the frontier 
on the West,. and pushing far East, In short 
Britain forged a sword, and put it into the Czars 
ambitious hand; and riow he threatens to wield 
it for our own chastisement if-he can. He is 
annexing our methods of expansion, menacing 
», here, and defying there; putting us to infinite 
expense in keeping a great army on the frontier 
of our Indian Empire, and parting China, on a 
Slav scheme, so that we have to look to it lest 
our prestige in the East be crippled.” 

This is. the’ chronic ‘significance of. the 
Present crisis which a knowledge of Russia’s 
evolution suggests, and it is-all the more 
ironical because this year hanpens to be the 
two huadredth anniversary of Peter the Great's 
visit to England, and his carrying off of five 
hundred. Britishers to: help him build his 
Empire. 

The Scot was amongthe firstto invade Russia, 
Equipped with a magnificent system of cheap 
_ education, but offering few opportunitits for the 
ultimate manipulation of these advantagas— 
Scotland had to send her youths over the length 
and breadth of Europe, Englhind was too an- 
tagonistic in its aims as yet to utilise this raw 
material, so the Scot wentelsewhere.

Then Peter went to Ireland for acgther Te. 
markable General, and found Peter Lacy, who 
came -of ‘a’ family: of ubiquitous fighters, | 
Lacy’s father and two of bis brotherg had fallen 
for France. - He himself at the age of thirteen 
helped King James to defend Limerick and 
after having ‘served Poland was selected by: 
Peter out of a hundred officers to train Russian 
troops. Lacy commenced as a major in Colonet 
Bruce's regiment, but soon got a regiment 
of his own composed of Russian nobles armed 
and horsed at their own expense. He helped 
Peter to reduce the Cossack Chief Mazeppa at 
Pultowa, 1709, and subsequently fought the 
Swedes, Danes, and Turks, extending Russia's 
sphere ‘of influence the whole time, His 
Promptness in suppressing a meeting-of the 
Russian Guards ‘saved St. Petersburg, and 
probab'y the Empire. 

But Peter had cven greater dreams than’ 
the reform of his army—he was equally 
keen on the Navy and to this end he em- 
ployed many a Britisher. One of these 
was Thomas Gordon, a Scot who had left 
our Navy owing to his close friendship with 
the Pretender, who was perpetually urging him 
toinduce Peter to invade England. Gordon 
was 57 when he quitted England, but Peter at 
once made him a Rear. Admiral, and ultimately 
Governor of Cronstadt, Far greater than Gor- 
don, however, was another Scot, Samuel Grieg, 
who left Fife to fight our battle in France. In 
1763, ‘he entered the Russian Navy and in 
seven years wasa Rear Admiral, He remodel- 
led the Russian Navy from top to bottom, dis- 
cipling the crews and educating the officers, 
and he also gave Russia his son who wasa 
middy at birth and rose to be a Rear Admiral. 
It isto him Russia owes its Black Sea Fleet 
and strange to say his son, representing the 
third generation, opposed us from the Russian 
side during the Crimean War, distinguishing 
himself at the siege of Sebastopol. Ancther of 
Peter's great discoveries was a Gloucester man, 
John Parry, an engineer, Ip our Navy he lost 


‘his arm in 1690 engaging a French privateer. 


Peter met him in England, engaged him on 
the spot as comptroller of maritime works at a 
salary of £300 a year, which during 14 years he 
drew only once. For this is one of the strange 
things about the absorption of British brains by- 
Russia. She will give almost anything on 
generous impulse but hates to pay on her just 
debts or legitimate contracts. 


There are dozens of British either directly or | 


indirectly in Russian service’to-day ; many of 
them legitimately and honourably, the less said 
about the others the better. That Russia has 
gone as far as not only Great Britain, but other 
Powers in the East, feel disposed to allow her 
is indisputable. « ‘Whether she will exercise 
discretion is a matter which can be more safely.

THE SUPPLY BILL, 
ete 

The Supplémentary Colonial Estimates 
for xgo2 laid on the table at the meeting of 
the Legislative Council this afternoon, on the 
first reading of the Supply Bill being intro- 
duced hy the Colonial Treasurer, is an 
interesting and useful document as showiog 
the financial vicissitudes of a Colony whose 
revenue is collected in silver and the bulk of 
whose expenditure is paid an a gold basis. 
The sum the Colony is asked to approve of 
in-excess of the Estimates of Expenditure 
framed for last year is $1,800,201,40. De- 
ducting from this amount ‘the sum of 
$768,573.34, for public works extraordinary 
the toul charged against ordinary ex- 
penditure is over one million. and. thirty 
thousand dollars. - ‘The capital sum of 
$508,280 for the purchase of the Reclama- 
tion sites known as M: L, and 100 
from Messrs. Jardine; Matheson & Ce. for 
the erection of the Post Office has been 
debited to the item Public Works Bxtra- 
ordinary, climinating which there leaves 
two lakhs and a half to be accounted for 
under this head, Consideration of the items 
scparately leads one to the conclusion that 
the excess amounts appropriated have been 
spenc principally in the nature of (1) devel- 
opment work in the New Territories and 
(2) in remunerative works. ‘Under New 
‘Territories are to be included $20,459 over 
the estimated round sum of $20,000 in the 
construction of the sixteen miles of road to 
‘Taipo, and something over $7,000 in a 
police station at Tai O. The Kawloon 
Waterworks absorbed $90,781.86 (the Esti- 
mate provided for $60,000). This work 
cdnnot be pressed forward too rapidly when 
the requirements of the inhabitants on the 
mainland and the inadequate and inefficient 
system of water supply, which the gravi- 
tation scheme when completed will super- 
cede, is taken into consideration.

Most ‘of the local industries of the Colony 
were carried on with satisfactory results during 
1go2 and were less hampered by plague than 
The fall in the 
exchange value of silver, to which Sir W. Gas- 
coigne referred in his tlue Book Report for 
1901, continued throughout +g07 with hardly a 
break. “The effect of this fall, however em- 
barrassing in other respects, is undoubtedly 
advantageous as-regards_ many local produc: 
tions and industries. Colton spinning in Hong- 
kony was carried on in 1902 under more favour- 
able circumstances thin* have prevailed ‘since 
the initiation of this industry. Comparative 
immunity from plague together with improved 
skill on the part of operatives resulled in 
largely increased production, and, aided by 
declining exchange which checked excessive 
imports of Indian yarns, ‘the local spinnings 
were freely sold at gradually advancing dollar 
prices. Under normal conditions the progress 
of this industry may now reasonably be con 
sidered as assured, but the possibility of an 
annual recurrence of plaguc which experience 
has proved drives, many of the work-people 
from the Colony, owing to, their ‘strang dislike 
to the measures instituted by the sanitary 
authorities; is a factor which must not be over- 
looked in attempting a forecast. The sugar , 
industry hadamany. adverse conditions to 
contend agains ‘during the year which .was a 
most unprofitable one.

UI, recent years “the demind among the 

Chinese for instruction in the English language 
has largely increased, aud is now so keen that 
all the Anglo-Chinese schools of the Colony, 
are ful, and many would-be pupils cannot 
find admittance. There iv also a growing 
number of night-schools and other non: 
aided institutions where English is taught. 
One such school, founded lute more than a 
year ago, has a total enrolment of 3005 and 
application has becn made by its manager for 
its. inclusion, under. the Government Code, 
among aided schools, Of Government 
schools, Queen's College, with an average 
attendance of nearly one thousand, is the 
most important. Three Anglo-Chinese District 
Schools, with a total enrolment of about 
4oo, were entirely re-constituted and put 
under European headmasters from the end of 
the year. Uf aided Anglo-Chinese schoals, the 
Roman Cathohe Cathedral school has an 
average atiendance of over one hundred. In 
all these schugls & large propottion of the staff 
consists of European masters. During the 
year a school for children (both sexes) of Euro- 
pean British parentage was «established at 
Kowloon: 1t has already total enrolment of 
over sixty, A committee was appointed early 
in the year to consider the whole question of 
education in the Colony; and it published a 
report in which were enunciated several im- 
portant principles ¢.f these: perhaps the most 
univiysally accepted is the dictum that while 
educating Chinese in English and Western 
knowledge, it is also desirable to ensure a 
certain standard-of proficiency in the Chinese 
“written language. “1 he Inspector’ of Schools, 
who was in England during the summer, made 
a study of the methods employed by the Board 
of Education, and on his return drew up a new 
code for aided schools. This draft has since 
received the full approval of the managers of 
schools, ; ae 
‘ Vi PUBLIC WORKS. 

The principal public works undertaken or 
completed within the yedr were the new Law 
Courts, the road to ‘faipo, the Western Market, 
the new Harbour Office, an extension of the 
Tytam Reservoir, the Kowloon Water-works, 
and the Governor's new Peak Residence. The. 
Law Courts are to be built on the Praya Re- 
clamation, The greater part of the year was 
accupicd in forming the foundations, which 
were nearly comple.ed. The road to Taipo, 
the administrative centre of the New Territory, 
was practically finished, Lis width is 14 feet 
cand its length 18 miles. The founda'ions of 
the néw Western Market were nearly completed 
up to grqund level, and also those of the new 

Harbour Uffice. The new water-works at Ty: 
tam and Kowloon have been undertaken 
in consequence of the inadequacy ol the exist- 
ing water supply to meet the requirements of 
the city of Victoria during the dry season. The 
excavation of the foundations for the new Ty- 
tan Reservoir, over a length of about 280 leet, 
was practically compicted, and a portion was 
filled in with ceméntcoucrete. The new Kow- 
loon Water-works scheme is in the hands ofa 
firm of local architects and engineers. * Beyond 
the laying of mains, the defiaing of drainage 
bon aries and a certain amount ol excavation, 
there has not yet béen time to make any de- 
cided progress with the work, ‘fhe Governors 
new Peak Residence was complered in July 
and_otcupied shortly afterwards.

Among institutions recognised and encour- 
waged but not to any considerable extent sup- 
ported by Government may. ‘be, mentioned the 
ro Leung Kuk andthe College of Medicine 
for Chinese. The Po Leung Kuk is an institu- 
tion presided over by the Registrar-General 
and an annually.elected Committee of twelve 
Ghinese gentlemen. for the protection of women 
and children. , The inmates of the home 
receive . daily instruction in clementary 
subjects and sometimes eatn pockst-money 
by doing needle-work. During 1902 a total of 
617 persons were admitted, made up of 494 
women, 93 young girls, and 30 small boys. Of 
these, 261 were restored to their ‘parents or 
sent to charitable institutions in China, 27 were 
sent to missionary schools and convents, 19 
were inatried, to‘adopted, and 3'o allowed to 
leave, » The home is medically atrended by one 
nt the Colonial surgeons, The° Hongkong 
College of Medicine for Chinese was founded 
in 187, for the purpose of teaching surgery, 
medicine and midwifery, especially to Chinese. 
The government of the College 1 vested in the 
Count, of which the Rector af the College, -who 
has always heen a Government official, is Pre- 
sident. 76 students have been enrolled up to 
1903, and of these 18 have becom: qualified 
licentiates and have obtamed various posts 
under Government and elsewhere. The sasti- 
tution is af great value in:spreadins a know- 
ledge of Western medical science amongst the 
Chinese; and im addition to the employment 
of certain af the licentiates in the public service, 
the senior students have frequently been made 
use of for various purposesduri gepidemic sen- 
sons.

The total of all cases reported to the potice 
was 10,421, a8 against 9,172 in 1901 This 
shows an increase of 13.6t per cent. In the 
division of these cases into serious and minor 
offences there appears an increase, a8 compared 
with 1901, of §94 cases or 17.45 per cent. in the 
former, and of 6$5 cases of 11.35 per cent. -in 
the latter. The serious offences in which the 
increase was most noticeable were burglary 
and larceny.” The incease in crime in the 
Colony is no doubt largely due to the restless- 
ness of the neighbouring districts in China, and 
the influx of Chinese paupers who were the 
victims of bad harvest and spasmodic rebellions 
in the two adjoining provinces. The police force 
is composed of 133 Europeans, 367 Indians and 
419 Chinese, and has thus increased, largely 
owing to the necessities of the New Territory, 
by nearly 302 members during the past five 
years. The executive staff consists of a Captain 
Superintendent, a deputy and two assistant 
suptrinterdents. The daily average of priso- 
ners confined in the gaol during 1902 was 576. 
The average may be said to have. been raised* 
by about 25 per cent. during the past ten years. 
Constant attention is given to the instruction 
of long-sentence prisoners (first offenders) of 
good con.uct, who are employed at industrial 
labour, viz :-—boot and shoe-making, triloring, 
mat-making, carpeatry, tinsmithing, net-mak- 
ing, mattress makir.g, rattan work, knitting, 
printing. and. book-bindiny—the knowledge of 
which is useful and educational, renderiog many 
of them much better adapted to’tarn an honest 
livelihood after their: di-charge from prison:

1X.—VITAL STATISTICS. 
(a) ~Population : 
. The last census was taken in January, 1991, 
when the .population was found to be 203,975) 
exclusive of the army and navy. - The esti- 
mated population at the. beginning of the year 
under review, (the naval .and military forces 
being similarly excluded from the estimate), 
was 311,824, including 18,:24 non-Chinese. 
This 1s exclusive of the New Territory, the 
population of which is probihly sligntly under 
110,000. The total population of ‘the Colony 
may therefore be estimated in round fignuics at 
421 000, of all nationalities Th. total number 
of births. registered in the Colony was 1,2 0 
of deaths 6,783. This gives an annual birth- 
rate of 3.8 and a dea rate of 21.7 per 
1000. . The excess of deaths over. births is ex- 
plained by the fict that thousands of Chinese 
families are represented in Hongkong by men 
only, and that a large proportion of the popul- 
ation of the Colony isa floating ‘population of 
adult males. It should also be remembered 
that.a large proportion of births among the 
Chinese remains unregistered: The-preponde— 
rance of male over femate birthsis very marke 
among the Chinese community, being in the 
proportion of 192 males to every 10 females. 
The proportion among. the non-Chinese com- 
munity was Tr1 to 100 as compared with 107 |

|. The Colony was again visited by ‘plague in 
the spring and summer of 1902, though the out- 
break was much less severe than in ceveral 
former years.
